5,50 and 500 plants at the 10, 100 and 1000 rates, 
respectively. Selected specimens at advanced price, according to quality of 
plant chosen. Items left unpriced are generally large specimens that are 
usually priced to include delivery on tree mover, and planting. Prices sub-- 
ject to change without notice.

UDO, Aralia cordata. A new salad plant from Japan introduced by David 
Fairchild, Agricultural Explorer, United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. , 

The blanched shoots are sliced and served with salad dressing. It is 
as crisp as celery and without stringiness. It may be served with lettuce. 

It is a vigorous plant six feet high. Its healthful growth and free- 
dom from insect and fungus attacks, is another proof of the great 1m: 
portance of introducing plants from that region of similar climate and 
plant breeding from them. 

Its culture is similar to asparagus; the earth is mounded over the 
plants to blanch the new shoots in Autumn and Spring. It can be forced 
in Winter in a cellar like Rhubarb. 

It is rapidly propagated by division of the roots and by seed. (
